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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 15-18 directed to the subject method of bleaching a substrate in an 
aqueous solution during a wash comprising providing a concentration of a peroxyl 
species for bleaching tea type stains , providing an amount of oxygen bleaching catalyst 
effective in conjunction with wash oxygen, and reducing the concentration of the peroxyl 
species thereby increasing the amount of oxygen bleaching catalyst available for 
oxygen bleaching in the wash, and further refinements thereof, are deemed allowable 
over the prior art of record, the most pertinent of which are WO 95/34628 to Feringa et 
al/Unilever which relates to a catalyst for activation of peroxy compounds and as an 
alternative peroxide generating system, molecular oxygen (p. 10, line 36 et seq) and 
US Pat. 4,786,431 to Broze et al which discloses, inter alia, the rapid decomposition of 
hydrogen peroxide by catalase, in that this art does not disclose or suggest, Individually 
or in combination, the subject dual bleaching method as defined by these claims. 
Claims 15-18 stand allowed..
